The train of nine cars, since leav- 
ing Seward’ yesterday a wenoén, has 
passed a succession of mountain 
lakes, valleys and gliaciers with 
mountains raising their snow- 
capped peaks above the clouds. 

The trip on .the train has given 
the travelers a vision of Alaska not 
obtained on their water voyage 
along the coast of southeastern 
Alaska. At the otitset of the train 
ride the party saw the Great Chu- 
gachge National Forest, which ex- 
tends along the coast 60 miles and 
inland many miles. 

Sun Still High at 8 P. M. 

Passing two stations recalled prev- 
ious national administrations, those 
of Woodrokw Wilson and Roosevelt, 
the train proceeded along beautiful 
Kenai Lake several miles before ar- 
riving at the summit of the Chugach- 
ge Mountains. Here the party saw 
an example of the engineering work 
necessary to~build the railroad. To 
line passes 
through a tunnel and around a horse- 
shoe course where the track loops 
over itself. 

Dinne; was had at a station named 
Tunnel and with the sun still high 
in the sky, although it was 8 o’clock, 
the party traveled for miles along 
Cook Inlet to Anchorage, the third 
largest city in Alaska. Here a two- 
hour stop was made. The President 
greeted citizens and was shown about 
the town, which was the base of op- 
erations in construction of the rail- 
road and has become the center cf 
trade in coal from the Chickaloon 
and Matanuska fields, to the east of 
the line. These fields the President 
saw before the train wal parked for 
the night.

SEIZE 200 


BOATS IN DETROIT RIVER 


Crowds of Men Fight With Officers and Mob Is 
Said to Have Attempted to 
Dynamite Bridge. 


By the Associated Press. 
‘DETROIT, Mich., July 14.—Fed- 


eral prohibition agents, assisted ty 
representatives of the Treasury De- 


partment, last night and early today 
seized 200 motorboats off Ecorse, 
W yancotte and Trenton, in the de wn- 
stream Gistrict of the Detroit’ River. 

The operations, a part of the 
campaign against rum runners, 
/were conducted in the face of a 
mob, which, according to the offi- 
' cers, attempted at one time to dyna- 
mite a small bridge giving egress to 
a boat well. 

The boats were seized on the 
ground that they did not have equip- 
ment required by Government regu- 
lation. 

With Customs Department seals 
affixed to their engines, the vessels 
were put out of commission until 
their owners have explained their 
failure to equip them in accordance 
with the Federal navigation laws. 
They were towed to docks along the 
river front and placed under gtard. 

Water-front lanes in Ecorse said 
to be favorite highways for rum run- 
ners were crowded with men who 
challenged authority of the customs 
agents in tying up the boats. In sev- 


eral instances the officers had 
tight off gangs of men. 
Beer in Boat. 

The most serious clash came when 
a quantity of beer was found in 
the boat well. Three successive 
attempts were made to destroy the 
small bridge leading to the well. A 
handful of Federal agents held the 
bridge against an attempt to dyna- 
mite it, and later dispersed a gang 
of men armed with. crow bars who 
said they had been sent by _ the 
owner of the property to dembplish 
the bridge. An dttempt to set fire 
to the bridge also was frustrated. 

Action of the Treasury Department 
in joining forces with the prohibi- 
tion agents is expected to make oper- 
ations of the down-river rum-runners 
increasingly difficult, according to 
James R. Davis, Federal prohibition 
director for Michigan. Owners of 
all the boats seized will be required 
to explain to the authorities their fail- 
ure to comply with the navigation 
laws and also will be warned to reg- 
ister their craft. Registration will 
enable the authorities to keep a close 
check on the owners of virtually 
every power boat on the river, Davis 
said.

Thrown Projectile Strikes Front 
Porch of Residence of Fruit 
Dealer. 


The front porch of the home of 
Egnazzio S. Salia, 55 years old, of 
4221 Labadie avenue, a fruit com- 
mission dealer, was partially 
wrecked, and 12 windows in that and 
adjoining houses broken at 4:15 a. ra. 
today by the explosion of a bomb, be- 
lieved to have been thrown by per- 
sons who have written Salia. three 
threatening letters in recent weeks, 
demanding $5000. No one was in- 
jured. 

Police~had guarded the house 
Thursday night, following an app&r- 
ent attempt to place a bomb on the 
porch of the Salia home about 2a. 
m. Thursday, but the guard was lifted 
last night. 

Salia has offered a reward of $500 
for information leading to arrest of 
the bombers. This is the second at- 
tempt to extort money from him, 
Salia said. In 1918 he received let- 
ters demanding $2000, but when he 
went to the place designated, where 
policemen had been concealed, no one 
appeared to receive the money. 

Neighbors frightened away three 
men who were prowling about the 
Salia home early Thursday and this 
morning a neighbor, Mrs. Emma 
Vogt, 4217A Labadie avenue, was 
awakened by the noise of an auto- 
mobile engine, and saw the smok- 
ing bomb on the Salia porch. She 
screamed a warning which awakened 
the. Salia family, and enabled Mrs. 
Salia and her seven children to run 
from the house into the back yard 
before the explosion occurred. 

Salia left-the house at 4 a. m., 15 
minutes before the explosion to go 
to his store, 1029 North Third street. 
The explosion was heard for some 
distance, a policeman reporting he 
héard it from a point on Easton ave- 
nué, about 16 blocks from the house. 

The force of the explosion blew 
a small hole in the concrete floor 
of the porch, blew out a section of 
a low brick wall inclosing the 
porch, tore out the wood ceiling of 
the porch, and shattered eight win- 
dows in the front of the house. 

Bits of glass from a broken win- 
dow in a front hall were blown into 
a wall of the hall, 15 feet from the 
window. Four windows were brok- 
en in two houses across the street.

Temnessce Man Answers Criticism 
Directed at Producers’ Com- 
mission Companies.

NASHVELLE, Tenn., July 14.— 


The Producers’ Commission compa- 
nies, co-operative selling agencies 


for farm products, do not add one 
more hog to the market at any giv- 
en time than the normal number of 
hogs being marketed at that time, 
according to a statement today by 
J. E. Porter, president of the Ten- 
nessee Farm Bureau. 

The statement was in reply to one 
given out in Chicago by Everett C. 
Brown, president of the National 
Livestock Exchange, in which 
Brown was quoted as saying: 

“A mass of hogs in one concern's 
hands and forced.on the market at 
one time has been the club on the 
market that has hammered prices 
down to the present unproductive 
basis.” 

Porter's statement says: “Non- 
perishable products like cotton and 
tobacco are put in warehouses and 
sold throughout the entire year in- 
stead of dumping them on the mar- 
ket in two and three months. In 
the case of livestock there is no 
such system and the only difference 
in the present system and what is 
being done through producers’ com- 
misssion companies, and the various 


‘markets is that the producers have 


their own commission agencies, and 


find it profitable to ship them. 
Those who are familiar with co-op- 
erative marketing immediately rec- 
ognize the ridiculousness of Brown's 
statement.”

T has been the effort of psycholo- 


gists, for the last 25 years, to ex- 
plain mental events as parts of a 
chain of cause and effect. One might 


go further and say that it is their 
pride that they have been able to 
explain so much in terms of mechan- 
ical sequence, and that their work 
points to such an explanation for all 
of the processes of mind. This mere- 
ly means that psychology has become, 
in the hands of most of its investi- 
gators, an inductive science, using 
the same methods and concepts as 
any other science. 


Prof. McDougall, who is, in a cer- 
tain sense, the successor of William 
James at Harvard, takes an entirely 
different attitude toward the subject, 
and interprets the facts on a differ- 
ent basis.

ERE we have the author of

Everybody knows that out of this sit- 
uation in Mr. Hamsun’s Scandinav- 
ian land, nothing but sadness and 
tragedy could come and that the 
Norwegian folk for whom ‘t was 
written wouldn't be happy over it if 
there was any other outcome but one 
washed with tears. Over there, they 
like their romances to end grimly 
and pitilessly. So does the love at- 
fair of Victoria and Johannes end. 
It was simply a case of two persons 
from different spheres of life and 
they couldn't mix though they loved 
each other and had been playmates 
and sweethearts from childhood. It 
was not ordained by life that they 
chould overcome the distinctions of 
caste and class, though the poor boy 
became a man of affairs and a poei 
and literary lion to boot. It is 4 
beautiful and idyllic love between 
them, making the final tragedy in 
which the girl heeded the demand 
and inspiration of caste gives him up 
all the more poignant. The letter in 
which she tells him that the end has 
come is one of the finest and most 
impressive bits of work in Knut 
Hamsun's career. It is a far cry

ERE is an endeavor to inter-

Egyptians and to explain the 
curious beliefs and practices that pr>- 
vailed when that people was at the 
height of its power and glory. Whils 
Prof. Muller concedes that, “though 
the Egyptians can in nowise furnish 
us edification or be compared with 
the philosophic Greeks and Indians, 
or even with the more systematic 
Babylonians, the extremely primitive 
character of their faith makes it a 
most valuable and indispensable 
source of information for those who 
wish to study the origin and growth 
of religion.” 

It must be admitted that a book 
treating the subject as Prof. Muller 
has is not predestined to great popu- 
lar appeal because he has striven to 
be thoroughly sciengific in the con- 
sideration of the various subjects he 
takes up; yet the fact that its pub!i- 
cation comes about the time that fur- 
ther explorations into the gorgeous 
tomb of Tut Ankh-Amen are to be 
undertaken will get for it a wider 
consideration than it would other- 
wise have. The author not only has 
gone thoroughly into the subject in 
his text, but has provided a collec- 
tion of notes almost as voluminous 
as the text itself by way of further 
explanation and elaboration.

ON ROADS AND ELBOW ROOM 


Transportation is the life of trade. Very likely you have heard that be- 
fore. Nothing new under the sun in that simple statement. But there is 
& whole lot of truth in it, and a brief analysis of the familiar saying mand 
help some of us to forget the temperature. 


The recent Fourth of July was celebrated everywhere. throughout the 
United States. No doubt a considerable number of persons, belonging to 
that section of the population which does some thinking in off moments, 
observed Independence Day in a spirit of thanksgiving for independence 
and of reverential regard for the forefathers and foremothers who sacri- 
ficed for human liberty. But there was one special celebration. not men- 
tioned prominently by the press, which deserves notice here. It happened 
near St. Louis. It was a celebration in appreciation of the opening of a 
After being closed to traffic for more 
than a year, that part of the road between the railroad tracks at the Grant 
farm and a point west of the village of Sappington was opened to public 
usc. . 


People living along that stretch of road had a truly Glorious Fourth. 
Théy had suffered a severe restriction of liberty as things go nowadays. 
Direct communication with St. Louis had been cut off. Dusty detours 
were required. Transportation, the life of trade, was sick temporarily; 
and when the road was opened, the people rejoiced in a new independence, 
for, having been concreted, it was a much better road than ever it had 
been. St. Louis, the great trade center, was exactly as many miles away 
as before; but it was considerbly less “gas” distance than when the 
highway was glosed. Aliso considerably less time distance. And time, as 
no doubt you have heard, is money. 


Gravois road is used here as an illustration. Every time a road is 
improved, business is improved. When the first Indian trail or cowpath 
from some point in what now ts St. Louis County to the village of St. Louis 
was made about 150 years ago, business in the future great town began 
to pick up. People could use that trail coming in to trade with the 
pioneer merchants. As other cowpaths developed, business developed. 
Path mileage made sales. Sales made bigger stores, bigger stores made 
bigger buildings. bigger buildings made a bigger town. As the years passed, 
the cowpaths became dirt roads for cart and wagon traffic, and 
trade picked up still more. The dirt roads in time were grav. eled, carried 
heavier traffic, made heavier trade for St. Louis merchants. Now St. 
Lovis is fed with trade by a system of concreted highways, and business 
has picked up amazingly in consequence.

This transportation problem is of most intimate interest to everybody 
in business. Not only does the truth that transportation is the life of 
trade apply in the matter of good roads, but also does it apply in the 
matter of. elbow room inside a business place. No store is so small but 
that whet may be called interior transportation facilities have a bearing 
on its business. If a merchant permits his place to be clogged up with 
stock over which a customer is in peril of stubbing his toe and taking a 
header, that merchant's transportational aPpeal is not calculated to draw 
trade. For that reason, very largely, neatress in placing stock has become 
the rule in merchandising. Out in the truly rural districts it may be all 
right for a storekeeper to hang tinware from the ceiling so that it will play 
a tinny tune on the head of the customer if he doesn’t watch out, or to 
lav pitchforks and hay rakes in the walking space that should be left open 
as a trade channel. Byt in a modern city store such a clutter of interior 
arrangement would turn trade away. Easy access. free circulation, these 
things appeal, both as to outside and inside. Which is why successful 
merchants. or business men of other classifications, keep their interior 
premises attractive to pedestrians by giving elbow space and foot room.

Whata farce! Honestly, there is

Money, for ex- 
ample, can become just as raw an 
issue between them as it is to the

Men and women alike, I believe, 
are intrinsically, ruthlessly selfish. 
It is so easy for husband and wife 
to get into the notion that one or 
the other is grabbing more than 
his share.
